Governor Stevenson has ve 
the Legislative bill authorizing 
formation of a corporation for the 
purpose of conducting and carrying 
on a lottery in this State. In his 
message to the Senate, he calls the 
attention of that body, first, to the 
fact that bis deliberate judg- 
ment, upon mature consideration, 
is that our fundamental law, con- 
sidered as a whole, was intended 
by its originators io framing it, and 
by the people in adopting it, to re- 
quire all legislation in this State to 
confine to it while it remains in- 
tact, and to prohibit any enactment 
of law dependent for vital force upon 
any such contingency as a change 
in the constitution, by either 
amendment or entire revision. He 
assigns several very logical and ex- 
cellent reasons why a billfor a law 
cannot be enacted by the Legislature 
of this State, that is dependent upon 
the vote of the people,and also quotes 
from decisions of Supreme Courts 
bearing on the matter. 

The Governor, in his mes age, 
also calls the attention of the Sen- 
ate to Section I, Article 8, of the 
statutes, which is as follows: 


The Legislature shall pass no special 
Act in any manner relating to corpo- 
rate powers, except for municipal pur- 
poses; but corporations may be formed 
under general laws, and all such laws 
may, from time to time, be altered or 
repealed. 


If this were not provided, he says, 
the Legislature could pass such 
special Acts ad libitum, and could 
thereby create corporations and 
grant to them special and exclusive 
privileges; and as soon asrights had 
been acquired under them, er they 
had ripened into the status of a con- 
tract between the State and the 
corporation, they would be irrepeal- 
a’ple.

A telegram comes from Chicago, 
alleging that Commissioner Sparks, 
of the General Land Office at 
Washington, bas been attempting 
to form a vombination with Gov- 
ernor Hill, of New Ybrk, to defeat 
the nomination of President Cleve- 
land, and furnish the Democratic 
party with a ticket in 1888, reading 
‘Hill and Sparks.’’ The evidence 
is said to be in two letters to a New 
York politician. Each of the doc- 
uments is claimed to be now in pos- 
session of Ed. Stokes, and the pub- 
licity is due to the refusal of Sparks 
to allow a land claim worth $500,- 
000, which the Nevada Bank of 
San Francisco has-pending. John 
AV. Mackay is largely interested in 
that bank, and every one knows 
that Mackay is the backer of Stokes 
in all bis enterprises. Ex-Con- 
gressman Frank Hurd, attorney for 
the bank, is quoted as authority for 
the story. No statement from 
Sparks is given, an! the letters 
themselves are not published. 


A co-operative building and loan 
association would undoubtedly 
prove a highly successful institution 
in Reno if managed by the right 
kind of men. By a combination of 
individuals it would accomplish 
what the same individuals could 
not accomplish separately. It 
would furnish an opportunity for 
young men and women to putaway 
a portion of each month’s income 
where it would draw good interest, 
and serve to promote habits of e2on-

Another American Emigrates. 

New York, March 17. 
Sheriff Grant has seized the place of 
business of Walter E. Lawton at No. 
81 Broadway, who did business under 
the firm name of Lawton Bros., as fer- 
tilizers, under attach ments from Judge 
Donahue, of the Supreme Court, on 
creditors’ claims amounting to $245,- 


000, It is charged that Lawton has 
absconded to defraud his creditors; 
that he has disposed of bis property 
and taken a large amount of money 
with him. Lawton was a director in 
the Delta Azotin Company and was 
entrusted with $100,000 in notes to dis- 
count for the company on March 15. 
Lawton is said to have absconded 
with the proceeds of the discounted 
notes. 

A number of banks were reported to 
be heavy losers through negotiations 
of Lawton’s paper; among them are 
the First and Third National banks, 
the Bank of the Republie and the 
Chemical bank. The President of the 
First National bank denied that the 
bank handled any of Lawton’s paper; 
the American Exchange National 
bank, which was reported a heavy 
loser, would not affirm or deny the 
report. The President of the Third 
National bank says his institution 
holds but a very small amount, which 
is secured by good endorsers. Just 
before leaving the city, Lawton drew 
from the Third National bank on 
checks, $13,000. 

The disappearance of Lawton has 
created a great deal of apprehension, 
and it is generally believed that he is 
bankrupt. He left the office Tuesday 
afiernoon cs usual, to goto his home 
on Hudsen street and has not been 
seen since. The amount of bis liabil- 
ities is estimated at about $1,000,000. 
Lawton is a widower and the sole 
representative of the firm, his brother, 
who was associated with him having 
died sometime ago. Rufus T. Kirk- 
land, Lawton’s cashier, states that 
on Tuesda Lawton withdrew 
all his funds from the different 
banks in which he deposited and 
took money with him. Lawton, 
before his departure, destroyed all 
stabs, checks and papers of every kind 
from which any information could be 
secured as to the disposition of the 
fands and roperty. Joseph D. Jones 

in Lawton’s care on Tuesday, 
in behalf of the company, $12,000, This 
is also gone. Kirkland states that cn 
Tuesday he had an interview with 
Lawton at Broadw+y and Wall streets 
and that Lawton requested him to go 
with him to the officers of the Third 
National Bank and introduce him. 
This he did. Lawton also asked him 
to obtain a blank warranty deed for 
the conveyance of reul estate in New 
Jersey and to meet h.m at the New 
York hotel. He met Lawton there 
with the blank deed and both went to 
the Grand Central depot. Lawton 
told Kirkland he intended to leave the 
city by train; that he had drawn out 
all the money on deposit; that he was 
ruined; that he did not know what to 
do and that be would probably com- 
mit suicide. Lawton further said that 
be had exhausted all his resources and 
was not able to pay out any of the 
money in his possession. He left 
Kirkland to take a train, 


A Heavy Transaction. 
New York, March 17.

Wholesale Arrests. 
St. PerersesurG, March 17. 
The plot to assassinate the Czar, 

which was to have been carried out 
last Sunday, was arranged by mem- 
bers of the Terrorist section of the Ni- 
hilists, and no connection with it has 
been traced to the faction which is 
conducting the constitutionalist agita- 
tion, although this faction has as- 
sumed the character of a secret society, 
with widespread ramifications Sev- 
eral hundred persons who have aflili- 
ated with the agitation have, however, 
recently been arrested. 


St. Patrick’s Day in England. 
LONDON, March 17. 

A feature of the observance of St. 
Patricks Dayin England was the ap- 
pearance of many Englishmen wear- 
ing Shamrocks. A sleet and snow 
storm stopped all out door demonstra- 
tions in honor of the day. 

It is feared that riots will ensue 
from the celebration of the day at 
Lurgan, County Aamagh, and 200 ex- 
tra policemen have been added to the 
regular local force.
